THE FOURTH OF JULY 


Patriotism and powder! 
There's a connection between th 


two which would be remarkable if 1 
had not been proven to be rather in 
tlmate by the experience of past years 
The near approach of the summer holi 
days, of which the "Glorious Fourth 
is the occasion of inspiration, makes 
the subject timely. 


The disasters resulting from the In 


sane celebration of the Fourth, like 
typhoid fever, malaria and other sa< 
visitations, are perventable. They are 
without reasonable excuse, excepting 
that of Ignorance, which isn't accept 
able as an excuse in these enlightenet 
days. Where an explosion of gun 
powder hi firearms or fireworks re 
suits in fatal injury or in instantaneous 
death, the doctor, of course, hasn't a 
chance. The coroner should be sum 
moned. But 
in ,the multitude of 


accidents that pepper the skin with 
burned powder, that bring shattered 
fingers and blinded eyes—the features 
that make the small boy a hero to his 
companions—the greatest danger is 
not from the superficial damages that 
might have come from other causes 
than exploding fireworks. It is in the 
slow—comparatively 
slow—develop, 


ment of tetanus, resulting frequently 
in complete flexion of the voluntary 
muscles and producing lockjaw. 


In its final development the death 


of the victim is attended by horrible 
suffering not unlike that produced by 
hydrophobia. 
The spasms of excru- 


ciating agony In both diseases are un- 
relieved by the unconsciousness of the 
victim, and he dies a, lingering death, 
realizing his fate and enduring the 
limit of pam to which humanity can 
reach 


It is not likely in the present gen 


eral indifference to the possibility of 
accidents of this kind even in the best 
regulated families, that we shall see 
any remarkable lessening of this 
danger. 
It Is well, therefore, to be 


prepared for it—to realize that how- 
ever slight a powder burn may appear 
if It has broken the outer skin, there 


a decided danger and risk m not 


taking every step to avoid fatal In- 
fection. 


If a person, child or adult, is at- 


tacked by a dog presumably affected 
with rabies, he takes no chances but 
hunts up the doctor, and he gets to 
him quick. The danger from a powder 
burn Is no less serious, and the pru- 
dent man will be equally prompt In 
consulting the physician. An anti- 
toxin for tetanus has been perfected 
which is as dependable in the prevent- 
ion of this disease as is the Pasteur 
treatment in the prevention of hypro- 
phobla Its use should be encouraged 
in all injuries of this nature even 
though they be apparently of only 
moderate severity. 


The bacillus of tetanus, the germ 


that makes the real trouble following 
powder burns, is more or less of a 
mystery, but medical science has him 
under surveillance, Investigating his 
habits and methods of work. The doc- 
tors have found him an enemy not to 
be trifled with. They have discovered 
also that he cannot thrive in the pres- 
ence of oxygen. It's fatal to him. 
Therefore, he cannot inflict Injury on 
the surface of the skin or wherever 
else he may be exposed to the air. 
He must and does work beneath the 
suface and lie burrows along the nerve

A trip of 48 days to and throug 


Europe with the Hotel Mens' Mutua 
Benefit association, of which I happe 
to be a member by virtue of being 
officer of a corporation owning on 
of Daytona'B principal hotels, give 
one a far more comprehensive glanc 
of Europe than if one was travelin 
alone. In the party of 161 person 
which sailed from New York on th 
steamer George Washington, April 16 
1914, were Mrs. Fitzgerald, Mr. an 
Mrs. E. D. Langworthy and C. C 
Chamberlin, all of Daytona Beach 
Seabreeze and Daytona. 


As part of a brief prologue I migh 


remark that the entertainment 
,corded the party was said to hav 
been the most lavish ever tenderei 
to a party of Americans, the hosts p 
the 36 luncheons and dinners includ 
ing titled Englishmen, mayors of mu 
nicipalities, American ambassadors 
consuls and consuls-general, hotel as 
Eociations, wineries and German brew 
erles. 
• 


I'll dwell no further on the entertain 


ment feature as many readers 
not be interested, but I'm going tc 
take the space to say that in all the 
Journey through six countries o 
Europe where wines and beers are 
drank as freely as water in America 
we never encountered a single person 
In the state of intoxication 
I havi 


always been a believer in temperanci 
but never in prohibition, and in my 
humble opinion when the American 
prohibitionists emulate the example o 
Europeans' temperance will be more 
of a reality in America than will pro 
hibition be, even if its advocates work 
day and night from now until th 
crack of doom. 
In European coun 


tries whiskies and gins are almos 
prohibited to the working man be 
cause of the high import duties which 
makes its price exhorbitant and be 
yond the reach of the purse of th 
poorer people 
Not so, however, witl 


wines and beers. Their sale is almos 
unrestricted, only a nominal licens< 
being required, and these two bever 
ages are drank almost as freely in 
European countries as tea and coifee 
in America. No adulteration is toler 
ated, and the wines and beers made 
in European countries for European 
consumption will pass the most string 
ent pure food inspection. The theory 
among 
European 
nations 
is 
to 


allow the free and unlimited use ol 
pure wines and beers but to discour 
age the use of whiskeys and gins, pun 
tshing severely anyone who "so far 
forgets himself as to become intoxi 
cated. The theory seems to work wel! 
In practice, too 


ACROSS THE SEA. 


After much commotion around the 


pier, stewards scampering to and fro, 
passengers 
mingling 
with 
friends 


who go aboard the ship to wish them 
bon voyage, the loading of baggage 
and the loading of mails that carry 
messages of sorrow and joy to friends 
and relatives on foreign shores, the 
order of "AH ashore, going ashore,' 
is hallowed and soon the siren gives 
the signal that causes the gang plank 
'to swing inward. The lines are cast 
off and a powerful little tug was pull 
ing the steamer George Washington, 
of the North-German Lloyd line into 
the river and toward the sea on what 
was my first trans-Atlantic voyage. 
The hour of sailing was one o'clock 
in the morning and after fluttering a 
handkerchief or two and watching 
hundreds of others on a chore flut- 
tering au revoirs, we watched a few 
glimmering lights along the river and 
went to our cabin to retire. 


Awakening in the morning the ship 


was far at sea. and the smoking room 
soon became the scene of games of 
cards, while the sun deck and gym 
nasium occupied the more athletic 
of the party with games to aid diges- 
tion and strengthen the muscles. In 
the afternoons and evenings concerts 
are held in the social parlor, in the 
evening perhaps a dance on the prom- 
enade deck; the smoking room in the 
evening Is the scene of auction pools, 
and hat pools are likewise being made 
up. A pool on shipboard is a gamble 
on the number of miles the ship will 
make In a day and a day on ship runs 
from noon to noon. The hat pools vary 
'from $1 to $5 a number. The numbers 
commence at ought and run to nine 
Inclusive. 
You pay your dollar or 


Are spot, as the case may be, and 
draw a number. Suppose the number 
la three: If the ship1 makes 423 miles 
you win. The lucky person is the 
one who holds the number correspond- 
ing with the final number of the ship's 
mileage for that day. The pools are 
made up in the evening and the mile- 
age cannot be determined until the 
following noon. If you hold the win- 
ning number you get the entire 
•mount of the pool, less a tip of ten 
per cent., which custom, decrees you 
give the over-steward of the smoking 
room. 


The auction pool is a more compli- 


cated affair and runs into a larger 
amount of money. Twenty men buy 
numbers at $5 each. Next, the hold- 
ers of th«*20 numbers which have not 
yet been drawn, decide what the 20 


numbers shall be. For instance the 
may conclude the ship will make b 
tween 409 and 431 miles. So the num 
bers 410 to 430 are dra'wn. by th 
20 men who have paid in the 20 green 
backs, each Individual drawing 
number. Next, the 20 numbers ar 
sold at auction and bring various! 
from 15 to 50 dollars. The origlna 
holder of the ticket gets half 
th 


amount of the bid and the other hal 
is added to the amount in the poo 
Thus each of the 20 numbers are sold 
The judgment of the 20 holders of th 
tickets in guessing the ship will mak 
between 409 and 431 miles may b 
bad, so they give an opportunity t 
•bid for choice of high and low fields 
low field meaning that the owner wil 
win the pool if the ship makes les 
than 410 miles and high field gives th 
pot to the bidder of this field if th 
ship makes over 438 miles. 
Some 


times these auction pools amount ti 
$800 or a thousand dollars, and th 
bids for high and low fields on the 
George Washington on this particula 
trip went as high as. $150. Now you 
may say that it would be a gooi 
investment to buy one of the origina 
tickets for $5 and let it go for $2 
for Instance and pocket the 50 pe 
cent. This might 
work once, bu 


remember the pool is inaugurated fo 
those with sporting proclivities an* 
you are expected to bid up and pro 
tect your own number. I have gone 
into a rather lengthy explanation o 
the auction pool because it occurs on 
most every large ocean liner and i 
took me several days to fully under 
sand its workings. The over-steward 


might add. takes from an auction 


pool as much as the winner's libera' 
ity will allow, and a winner of a larg 
pool generally feels pretty magnani 
mous with the stewards and everyon 
else in the smoki.ig room. 


The diversions here mentioned, to 
Qther with eating and sleeping, com 


prise most of the time on shipboard 
and eating occupies no infintestitna 
part of your voyage for if there is one 
;hing a steamship company is libera 
with it is food. You are given no 
only three meals a day but severa 
between-meals. Consomme, coffee fend 
rolls are served about 10 o'clock in 
the forenoon; about 2 o'clock lemon 
ade and cakes are passed and late 
comes 5 o'clock tea. In the evening 
after dinner sandwiches are always a 
your disposal in the smoking room 
and social hall until midnight when 
the lights are doused as an invitation 
!or passengers to retire. Every day on 
the sea has its same routine and 
monotony, unless perchance you en 
counter rough weather and be sub 
iect to an attack of mal de mer, or 
seasickness. 
Should such 
be your 


misfortune no amount of human ad 
vice will help you. Nature alone will 
tell you what to do.

perhaps you will sit in your steamer

Patriotism and powder! 
There's a connection between the 


two which would be remarkable if It 
lad not been proven to be rather in- 
:Imate by the experience of past years. 
The near approach of the summer holi- 
days, of which the "Glorious Fourth" 
is the occasion of inspiration, makes 
the subject timely. 


The disasters resulting from the in- 


sane celebration of the Fourth, like 
typhoid fever, malaria and other sad 
visitations, are perventable. They are 
without reasonable excuse, excepting 
that of Ignorance, which isn't accept 
able as an excuse In these enlightened 
days. Where an explosion of gun- 
powder In firearms or fireworks re- 
sults in fatal injury or in instantaneous 
death, the doctor, of course, hasn't a 
chance. The coroner should be sum- 
moned. But 
hi ,the multitude of 


accidents that pepper the skin with 
burned powder, that bring shattered 
fingers and blinded eyes—the features 
that make the small boy a hero to his 
companions—the greatest danger is 
not from the superflclale damages that 
might have come from other causes 
than exploding fireworks. It is In the 
slow—comparatively 
slow—develop- 


ment of tetanus, resulting frequently 
n complete flexion of the voluntary 
inuscles and producing lockjaw. 


In its final development the death 


of the victim is attended by horrible | 
uttering not unlike that produced by 
ydrophobia. 
The spasms of excru- 


iating agony in both diseases are un- 
elieved by the unconsciousness of the 
victim, and he dies a lingering death, 
ealizing his fate and enduring the 
mit of pain to which humanity can 


reach 


It Is not likely in the present gen 
ral indifference to the possibility of 
accidents of this kind even in the best

regulated families, that we shall see 
any remarkable lessening of this 
danger. It is well, therefore, to be 
prepared for it—to realize that how- 
ever slight a powder burn may appear 
if it has broken the outer skin, there 
is a decided danger and risk m not 
taking every step to avoid fatal in- 
fection. 


If a person, child or adult, is at- 


tacked by a dog presumably affected 
with rabies, he takes no chances but 
hunts up the doctor, and he gets to 
him quick. The danger from a powder 
burn Is no less serious, and the pru- 
dent man will be equally prompt in 
consulting the physician. An anti- 
toxin for tetanus has been perfected 
which is as dependable in the prevent- 
ion of this disease as Is the Pasteur 
treatment in the prevention of hypro- 
phobla Its use should be encouraged 
In all injuries of this nature even 
though they be apparently of only 
moderate severity. 


The bacillus of tetanus, the germ 


that makes the real trouble following 
powder burns, is more or less of a 
mystery, but medical science has him 
under surveillance, Investigating 
his 


habits and methods of work. The doc- 
tors have found him an enemy not to 
be trifled with. They have discovered 
also that he cannot thrive in the pres- 
ence of oxygen. It's fatal to him.

A trip of 48 days to and through 


Europe with the Hotel Mens' Mutual 
Benefit association, of which I happen 
to be a member by virtue of being an 
officer of a corporation owning one 
of Daytona'B principal hotels, gives 
one a far more comprehensive glance 
of Europe than if one was traveling 
alone. In the party of 161 persons 
which sailed from New York on the 
steamer George Washington, April 16, 
1914, were Mrs. Fitzgerald, Mr. and 
Mrs. E. D. Langworthy and C. 0. 
Chamberlin, all of Daytona Beach, 
Seabreeze and Daytona. 


As part of a brief prologue I might 


remark that the entertainment ac- 
corded the party was said to have 
been the most lavish ever tendered 
to a party of Americans, the hosts pf 
the 36 luncheons and dinners includ- 
ing titled Englishmen, mayors of mu- 
nicipalities, 
American ambassadors, 


consuls and consuls-general, hotel as- 
sociations, wineries and German brew- 
eries. 
• 


I'll dwell no further on the entertain- 


ment feature as many readers would 
not be interested, but I'm going to 
take the space to say that in all the 
Journey through six 
countries of 


Europe where wines and beers are 
drank as freely as water in America 
we never encountered a single person 
In the state of intoxication 
I have 


always been a believer in temperance 
but never in prohibition, and in my 
humble opinion when the American 
prohibitionists emulate the example of 
Europeans' temperance will be more 
of a reality in America than will pro- 
hibition be, even if its advocates work 
day and night from now until the 
crack of doom. 
In European coun- 


tries whiskies and gins are almost 
prohibited to the working man be- 
cause of the high import duties which 
makes its price exhorbitant and be- 
yond the reach of the purse of the 
poorer people 
Not so, however, with 


wines and beers. Their sale is almost 
unrestricted, only a nominal license 
being required, and these two bever- 
ages are drank almost as freely in 
European countries as tea and coffee 
in America. No adulteration is toler- 
ated, and the wines and beers made 
in European countries for European 
consumption will pass the most string-, 
ent pure food inspection. The theory 
among 
European 
nations 
is 
to 


allow the free and unlimited use of 
pure wines and beers but to discour- 


numbers shall be. For instance they 
may conclude the ship will make be- 
tween 409 and 431 miles.

ACROSS THE SEA. 


After much commotion around the 


pier, stewards scampering to and fro, 
passengers 
mingling 
with 
friends 


who go aboard the ship to wish them 
bon voyage, the loading of baggage, 
and the loading of mails that carry 
messages of sorrow and joy to friends 
and relatives on foreign shores, the 
order of "AH ashore, going ashore," 
is hallowed and soon the siren gives 
the signal that causes the gang plank 
'to swing inward. The lines are cast 
off and a powerful little tug was pull- 
ing the steamer George Washington, 
of the North-German Lloyd line into 
the river and toward the sea on what 
was my first trans-Atlantic voyage. 
The hour of sailing was one o'clock 
in the morning and after fluttering a 
handkerchief or two and watching 
hundreds of others on a shore flut- 
tering au revolrs, we watched a few 
glimmering lights along the river and 
went to our cabin to retire. 


Awakening in the morning the ship 


was far at sea. and the smoking room 
soon became the scene of games of 
cards, while the sun deck and gym- 
nasium occupied the more athletic 
of the party with games to aid diges- 
tion and strengthen the muscles. In 
the afternoons and evenings concerts 
are held in the social parlor, in the 
evening perhaps a dance on the prom- 
enade deck; the smoking room in the 
evening Is the scene of auction pools, 
and hat pools are likewise being made 
up. A pool on shipboard is a gamble 


for Instance and pocket the 50 per 
cent. 
This might 
work 
once, but 


remember the pool is inaugurated for 
those with sporting proclivities and 
you are expected to bid up and pro- 
tect your own number. I have gone 
into a rather lengthy explanation of 
tlie auction pool because it occurs on 
most every large ocean liner and it 
took me several days to fully under- 
sand its workings. The over-steward, 
I might add. takes from an auction 
pool as much as the winner's Hbera'- 
ity will allow, and a winner of a large 
pool generally feels pretty magnani- 
mous with the stewards and everyone 
else in the smoki-ig room. 


The diversions here mentioned, to- 


gether with eating and sleeping, com- 
prise most of the time on shipboard, 
and eating occupies no infintestimal 
part of your voyage for if there is one 
thing a steamship company is liberal 
with it is food. 
You are given not 


only three meals a day but several 
between-meals. Consomme, coffee fend 
rolls are served about 10 o'clock in 
the forenoon; about 2 o'clock lemon- 
ade and cakes are passed and later 
comes 5 o'clock tea. 
In the evening 


after dinner sandwiches are always at 
your disposal in the smoking room 
and social hall until midnight when 


besides fl for your deck chatr and a 
like amount for your steamer rug; 
the "lift" (elevator) attendants, so- 
cial hall and smoking room stewards 
In lesser proportion. 
If 
the 
chief 


steward has helped make your pass 
age pleasant, don't forget him. The 
total tips for'a trip one way should 
be about $20 to $25. 


Soon your ship will bring you In 


sight of land and to your left you will 
see Land's End and soon you will pass 
Eddystone lighthouse. In a few hours 
you will be plowing slowly Into the 
harbor of

Great herds of cattle 
and quantities of beautiful flowers are 
on every side and I do not think I 
overestimate the beauties of the ride 


saying that it is as beautiful a 


country from Plymouth to London as, 
one can ask to travel through. Con- 
tinuing on you arrive at Paddington 
station in the heart of busy 


LONDON 


the greatest city of the world, the city 
about which you heard in baby rhyme 
at your mother's knee, a mighty roar- 
ing cataract of humanity that 
has 


come and gone three times a century 
for the past two thousand years. There 
are many sights to see in this city of 
seething humanity, where 
tens of 


thousands roll in wealth and luxury 
but. hundreds of thousands are always 
and ever in poverty and on the very 
edge of starvation. _ London has more 
historical interest to English speaking 
people than any other city in the 
world for the simple reason that Eng- 
lish speaking people are 
generally 


on the number of miles the ship will 
make In a day and a day on ship runs 
from noon to noon.

In the middle of the mighty sea, 


more than a thousand miles from

The history of England is generally 
synonomous with the history of Lon- 
don. 
And there is probably more his- 


tory buried within the walls of the 
Tower of London than any other struc- 
ture. This ancient and gloomy fort- 
ress is one of the first places 
you should visit. The tower origin- 
ated with William the Conqueror, al- 
though the same site was occupied by 
two bastions built by King Alfred in 
885. 
Henry III added much to the 


structures. Many famous prisoners 
have ben. held within the confines of 
the Tower, including Anne Boleyn, 
Lady Jane Grey and Sir Walter Ra- 
leigh. 
Henry VIII, however, la the 


boy that made real history, and even 
today you hear his name mentioned 
more often in England than that of 
any other monarch that ever reigned. 
He had a mania for many wives, and 
th'e ending of a life that twarted his 
plans was generally tragic. 


You will visit the House of Parlia-- 


enjoying uninterrupted sunshine dur- 
ing our stay. 


While the people of England and 


those of America speak the same 
language many of the customs differ. 
At an English 
dinner a gentleman 


never smokes a cigar until after the 
royal toast has been proposed. 
A 


cigarette you may smoke at any stage 
of the dinner but beware of lighting 
a cigar before the proper time. 


When-a child you played "London 


Bridge is falling down," so you will, 
of course, want to drive over this his- 
toric structure spanning 
the River 


Thames. A drive to Buckingham Pal- 
ace may reward yon of a glimpse of 
King George IV, as It did some of our 
party. I have often wondered why an 
ambassador to .the British capital is 
known as the t "Ambassador to 
the 


Couit of St. James." After you know 
there is no wonder. 
All the official 


homes of foreign governments face 
the court of the Palace of St. James, 
the palace which was at one time the 
royal residence but is now used only 
for dinners and other affairs of state. 


Leaving quaint old 
London your 


train takes you at 
a 60-mile clip 


through fertile fields, rolling meadows 
and picturesque towns to the city of 
Dover, wjth -its marvelous cliffs of 
chalk, where you embark for the con- 
tinent of Europe. The trip across the 
choppy English 
channel consumes 


about four hours. 
You then reach 


the coast of France and sail along the 
eastern shore of the North Sea to 
little Belgium, landing at . 


OSTEND 


the summer residence of Belgium roy- 
alty. Ostend, overflowing with gaiety, 
is one of the most fashionable seaside 
resorts of Europe and every year en- 
tertains a million visitors. The city is 
mentioned in history as early as the 
ninth century and ever since has had 
its ups and downs of pleasures and of 
sorrows. Its town hall was built in 
1400 and many of its other public 


s are of early construction and 


mposing architectural 
lines. 
The 


principal building Is the Kursaal, the 
great amusement place of the city, 
where dancing, gambling, eating and 
drinking are the diversions during the 
season. 
One of Ostend's great 
at- 


tractions is its beach, which, by the 
way, is not to be mentioned in com- 
parison with Daytona Beach.

The slogan of "See America 
first" is a good one and I believe that 
every American should see his own 
country first, but see it early In life 
if you can, and then see Europe for 
the things you will see and learn In 
Europe will add much to your educa- 
tion. After six, seven or nine days, 
depending on the speed of your ship, 
you will be nearing land and you will 
have your baggage in readiness and 
your gratuities distributed so as to be 
on deck and get the first view of terra 
flrma.

St. Paul's 
Cathedral you must see, and even a 
brief visit to London would not be 
complete without a visit to Westmin- 
ster Abbey, under whose floors are 
buried the great men and women of 
England. As you softly tread through 


country, It being possibe to ride over 
every railroad in the kingdom, 2,530 
miles, for the equivalent of little more 
than $2.00 in monf/ of the United 
States.

Belgium is known as the cradle of

The women who make 
the lace, if they are experts, make as 
high as 40 cents a day. and so trying 
is the work that they generally be- 
come blind before reaching ' the age 
of 40 years. 


Brussels has many buildings of in- 


terest and to enumerate and describe 
them would fill a book. The most in- 
teresting, perhaps, is the Palace of 
Justice, renowned as the largest build- 
Ing in all Europe. 
It comprises 365 


rooms, emblematical of the days of the 
year, and is occupied by the criminal 
court, supreme court and court of ap- 
peals. The building was 18 years In 


penalty hat never been changed the 
kings' Derogative of commuting the 
sentence has ever since been 'exer- 
cised. 


Another Interesting sight to tour- 


ists to Brussels Is the Manneken, a 
beautiful statue of a child bidding de- 
fiance in his Innocence to strict pro- 
priety. The Manneken has a history. 
A Brussels nobleman, it Is related, 
whose son had been lost and was found 
at that very spot and In that very atti- 
tude, erected this curious fountain. 
Twice it has disappeared, carried off 
by over-modest hands. But fortunately 
it was in time found again in each in- 
stance. 


B,ut 15 miles from Brussels is the 


battlefield of Waterloo, where in 1815 
Napoleon met such awful defeat from 
the allied armies led by the Duke of 
Wellington. 


Brussels and all Belgium is high in 


art and letters, and although you hear 
comparatively Ilttlft of the kingdom, 
comparatively young as 'an independ- 
ent country, it is the* most thickly 
populatedNcountry 
in^ Europe. 
Its 


academies, art galleries and church 
edifices are ^numerous and Its wealth 
ranks above any of the great nations 
of the world, size considered. 


Different countries have different 


customs. In Belgium when, you have 
your shoes shlned you stand and the 
boot black sits down. Women sell 
papers and act as street cleaners. 


Before leaving Brussels you cannot 


but be impressed at the wonderful 
shops, its refined and educated people 
and the many museums and places 
where art abounds. 


In leaving the city on your way to 


Cologne-on-the-Rhine you pass through 
a 
semi-mountainous 
country 
and 


through numerous tunnels. The tun- 
nels do not seem absolutely necessary 
but the aim seems to be to preserve 
the lands of the hilltops and hillsides 
for cultivation, and were cuts made 
instead of tunneling this would not 
b* possible.

volume of gas is distributed over 17

This distribution of the carrying body 
into separate compartments secures 
the utmost possible safety to the pas- 
sengers, inasmuch 'as one, two or even 
more compartments can be emptied 
without endangering the safety of the 
ship or its occupants. Underneath the 
balloon are suspended the engine and 
navigator's cars and between them the 
passenger cabin. In the forward car 
is a motor of 145 horsepower and also 
the steering gear, ballast, etc., as the 
airship is navigated from this car. In
